OTWITHSTANDING the moft wilé
Perfonal Abufes, and unprecedented Calum-
nies lately fpewed out, it wasrefolved, to
drop the Affair, that Contention might
ceafe, and leave the habitual Scriblers Mafters of the
Field of Scandal, they having already ( after little or no
Oppofition ) given up their Titles to correct Stile, Juft-
nefs of Thought, and Force of Argument.

Moft of their vile Calumnys 1 impute rather to an
unguarded Paffion, than to their Ignorance of the World
and good Manners, or a Propenfity and Tniclination to be
malicious. The old wenerable Dr. I. M. defervedly
efteemed by all in this Country, his Name and Character:
with me fhall be facred, no Provocation can oblige me

L. Toobviate the Mifreprefentation of fome harfh found-
#ng Words, in the Let ter concerning Inoculation to A.S. &c.
Becaufe it is reckoned very unfair and unbecoming a
Gentleman, to affign Names to uonymous Books( where
the Author has not the Vanity to think that his Name
can be any Recommendation to the Book, or does not
value himfelf on the Performance ) no Man’s Name was
wrote at Length, excepting Mr. Co/mal,( his Naime be-
ing prefixed to hislittle Book, ) and that only in this
Paflage, Mr, Colman’s Fever in the Flefl; that he might
have the Honour of thisnew Species of Fever, which has
hitherto béen overlooked . by the eminent ancient and
modern Phyficians. The Words Fudiciaus Magiftyates and
Minifters are borrow’d from Dr. I M’s Reafons for Ino-
culation, and not by way of Ridicule : For as Society is
maintain’d by the Reverence of the Religion of the Coun-
try, and the Refpect due to the Authority of their Laws,
to derogate from either is the Abhorrence of all good
Men.

To throw the Odsum of Party on fome
Geantlemen who abhor the vile Name of F ation, is de-
fervedly called the hight of Affurance.

often contradi himfelf and Matter of Fa& ; fometimes
with one hand throwing the moft fulfome Flatzeries on
himfelf and Brethren, not animadverting to that noted
faying, He that commends him[elf, never purchafes our Ap=
plaufe; and with the other Hand the fouleft Dirt, hitor
mifs, acted by this Principle, Caiumniare audacter, &e, |
To illuftrate this. He fays, “we cannot but adimire, the

Romarks, €'¢. in which he meekly fays, ” The Authot
hd : " { daringly

¢ Heart. No Fear of GOD before his Eyes. Impudent

Natural Philofophy: What could he have faid more
againt one that fhould write vile things of our Charter
and Government, of our Religion and Platform, moft noto-
rioudly viciousand wicked, a Traitor and Blafphemer ?
Are there no Degreesin this Man’s Cenfure ? Are thefé
his Philofophical Arguments and mild Chriftian Re-
bukes ?

4 Man void of candour,
who promotes a Medical Experiment, without the
knowledge of, or taking any notice of him from whom
he had the Communication 3 who ufes with his Pen in
the moft indifcreet unmannerly. way, a Friend of '
mine, whofe M.D. is as good and more regularly acqui-
red than his own D.D.; one not inferior to himfelf in
Birth, Fortune, Education, and the good Opinion of
his Neighbours; who callsa Man that has refided fe-
veral Years in this Country, and conftantly paid Taxes
and other Rates, a newComer,a meerStranger. 3. A Man
of Whim, Credulity, and Vanity, who in his Letter to
Dr. Woodward, Nov. 18, 1712, ( vide Phil. Tranfa&. Vol
29. ) has a particular Fancy, that the wild Pidgeons,
when they leave New-England at certain Seafons, repait
to fome undilcover'd Sarzellite, accompanying the Earth
at a near Diftance. Tho’ unacquainted with the firfk
Principles of the Mathematicks, fends Home a Solution
of Two the moft abftrufe Proplems or Defideraza in
Mathematicks, viz. the SQUARING OF THE CIR-
CLE, which is only to be exprefled by Approximati-
on, or an_infinite £guation, whofe Nature is known,
but whofe Value cannot be reduc’d to any determined
Lines or Numbers ; the other is the LONGITUDE at
Sea, the Difcovery of which for many Years has been
endeavoured by the beft Mathematicians, encouraged by
large Premiums; and is generally thought” will continue
a Secret, till fome Comet or other Czleftial Body ap-
pear within our Syffem, and perform his Revolutions in
a N.and S. Line,or fome great Circle not much declining
from a Meridiangas atprefent we find the Latitude,by the

Caufe of this Thought or Affertion, till a little Piece
‘called a Vindication, &c. was lately publifhed, wherein
he explains himfelf thus, (p. 10.) ¢ Mr. Thomas Thaicher,
a Minifter, Forty Three Years ago, wrote a Sheet of Di-
retions ( which was certainly ufeful in the then Infan-
cy of our Colony ) and perhaps fince that Time no Mi-
nifter has wrote on that Subje, till this Book of 02-
[ervations did appear, which is to make Amends for
Forty three Years loft Time in improving, and qualifies
the Author to be fuch a one, as he fays, the beft Phy-
ficians in the Land need not be afhamed to advife
withal. :

In fome Circumftances a Layman ( it’s faid ) may per-
form feveral of the Offices of a Clergyman, Where learn-
ed and fuitably’ qualify’d Clerks are not to be found -
